State gasoline tax revenues 

totaling $32,080.631 have 
been apportioned to the 364 
incorparated cities In Calif­ 
ornia for city street work 
during the past fiscal year, 
J,C. Womack, state highway 
engineer, announced today.

this Is $1,637,078 more 
than last year's record $30, 
443,553. The total apportion­ 
ment to Torrance for city 
street work for the fiscal 
year ending Junt SO, I960, 
was $286,570.21.

This amount is the revenue 
from five-eights of a cent per 
gallon out of the Stale gaso­ 
line taxes paid by highway 
users. It Is apportioned by 
the State Division of High­ 
ways from th« State High­ 
way Fund on   population 
basis as specified by law.

Womack pointed out that, 
this money is in addition to 
the more than $200,000,000 
in State funds spent annually 
on freeways and other State 
highways within cities.

Recently we received word from Frank S. Selover, ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the Southern California Employers' 
Council, that settlement of wage reopening talks under the 
Retail Drug contract with Retail Clerks Unions is expected 
soon.

According to Selover. the "independents are consider­ 
ing a proposal covering the period June 2, 1960, to June 1, 
1061, which is a modified version of the Sav-On settlement 
which was a one-year modification of the second year pro­ 
visions of the Thrifty Drug Stores deal."

Selover's statement means that if the contract is adopt­ 
ed pharmacists' pay would increase to $4.50 per hour, an 
increase of 20 cents. The hike would become effective July 
1, I960 and be graduated to $4.fiS on January 1. 1961.

As for retail clerks, the proposed contract calls for a 
wage increase of 7 1 * cents per hour effective January 1, 
1!)fil. This additional money would boost the clerks' hourly 
wage to $2.20» ».

Selover explained that negotiations are going on now 
and that the Independents' contract "is being undertaken 
by the Employers' Council with a negotiating committee 
representing the industry throughout Southern California."

Trust Deeds
Every once In a while, In our mailbag we get an epi­ 

gram from State Assemblyman Vincent Thomas from thit 
district. Mr. Thomas is a splendid writer, In that h« dis­ 
cuses a very complex business such as trust deeds in termt; 
simple for the ordinary layman to decipher.

In a sub-committee meeting at Sacramento, Thomas 
stated that the "total volume of transactions in California 
is estimated at between $500 and $600 million annually."

Legislators were considering the huge sum derived 
from trust deeds because some factors of the transactions 
were not covered by law.

What the law-makers are trying to do is set up regu­ 
lations covering a latitude that would make all trust deed 
transactions up and above board. A protection for innocent 
home borrowers who have lost their homes because of hid­ 
den encumbrances.

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be most concerned with legislative supervision, maintained 
that the danger of the current situation is being "aggra­ 
vated" daily, and predicted that failure to put controls on 
promptly could produce the biggest "financial scandal in 
California history before the end of the year."

Opposition to a new law governing trust deed transac­ 
tions came from several sources, Mr. Thomas said. "Spokes­ 
men for home builders," the Assemblyman stated, "argued 
they are not the proper answer because they will tend to 
discourage the supply of first .mortgage money, and thereby 
reduce builders' ability to start new homes." Real estate 
interests are also opposed until they get an undertaken 
study concluded.

Because of some homo owners losing homes and that 
one trust defcd dealer was reported to "have made a net 
profit, of $75,000 in one month on an issued capital of only 
$10,000." are good reasons to review trust deed transactions, 
Thomas concluded.
